In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed November 5, 2004, applicant 
respectfully submits the following Response to the Restriction Requirement made by the 
Examiner trader 35 U.S.C. 121. The restriction requirement was made for the following 
inventions: 

I. Claims 1 -7 and 2(K36\ drawn to a method for routing a query statement and 
determining a setting on a mobile device. 

II. Claims 8- 1 9, drawn to a data structure for network communications. 

The Exartiinex states that the inventions are distinct, each from the other for the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
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separately usable. In the instant case, invention n has separate utility such a$ in any network 
system where clients are receiving and parsing requests. Because these inventions are distinct 
for the reasons given above and the search required For Group II is not required for Group I, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant elects to prosecute the invention taught by Group I, which corresponds to 
claims 1-7 and 20-36.
